Ministers

WASHINGTON AP) — Foreign 


ministers of the United States and 
its 19 Latin-American allies were 
unanimously agreed today that 
the massing of Soviet arms in 
Cuba threatens the security of the 
Western Hemisphere. 


"The 
adoption of special meas- 


ures, both individual and collec- 
tive," are required to meet the 
growing danger, they said in a 
statement released after1 two days 
of intensive consultation at the 
State Department. 


The declaration denounced the 


"Sino-Soviet intervention in Cuba 
as an attempt to convert the is* 
land into an armed base for Com- 
munist penetration of the Ameri- 
cas." 
It stressed the "extraordi- 


nary solidarity on matters affect- 
ing the security and well-being of 
the hemispheric system" achieved 
at the meeting. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 


who served as chairman, was re- 
ported highly pleased W'th the 
unanimous 
agreement.

said it marks a forward step from 
the Punta del Este, Uruguay, for-

January when the 20-nation group

Rusk and his aides undoubtedly 


would have welcomed an even 
stronger declaration than the one 
larnmered1 out in the hour and 
45-minute session that ran into 
Wednesday evening.

Armed with the new inter-Amer- 


can call for economic and se- 
curity measures against Cuban 
communism, the United States is 
planning a fresh drive among its 
European North Atlantic Treaty 
allies to get them to curtail trade 
and shipping which benefit the 
Soviet-supported regime of Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro.

my youth to the fullest extent, I 
dressed as any college student 
would and easily milled among 
several thousand rioters on the 
University of Mississippi campus 
Sunday night. 


This allowed me to follow the 


crowd — a few students and many 
outsiders 
— as 
they 
charged 


federal marshals surrounding the 
century-old lyceum 
building. It 


also brought me into direct con- 
tact with former Army Maj. Gen. 
Edwin A. Walker, who is now 
under arrest on charges of incit- 
ing insurrection and seditious con- 
spiracy. 


Walker first appeared in the riot 


area at 8:45 p.m. Sunday near the 
university avenue entrance about 
300 yards from the Ole Miss ad- 
ministration building. 


The crowd welcomed Walker, 


and one unidentified man queried 
him as he approached the group. 


"General, will you lead us to the 


steps?" 


I observed Walker as he loosen- 


ed his tie and shirt and nodded 


the 2nd Vatican Council, starting 
Oct.

We were met with a heavy bar- 


rage of tear gas about 75 yards 
from the Lyceum steps and went 
a few feet further when we had 
to turn back.

the bricks, the bottles, rocks and 
wooden stakes — toward the 
clustered marshals. 


We fled the te,ir gas and the 


charging marshals — the crowd 
racing b a c k tp a Confederate 
soldier's statue near the grove 
entrance below the Lyceum. 


1 went to a telephone. A few 


minutes later I returned and found 
Walker talking with several stu- 
dents. Shortly thereafter, Walker 
climbed halfway up the Conferate

and

I heard Walter say that Gov. 


Ross Barnett had betrayed the 
people of Mississippi. 


"But don't let up now," he said. 


"You may lose this battle but you 
will have been heard."

sonally blocked the court order 
by refusing to let Meredith into 
the school. 


Thus the governor's defiance 


was an encouragement to the 
whole state of Mississippi, includ- 
ing the students at Ole Miss, to 
resist an order of a U.S. court. 


The product of this defiance

West Coast 
Out for Steel 
Markets

NEW YORK (AP) — The West 


Coast is out today for more, of the 
nation's steel market, long domi- 
nated by the East, as well as for 
the baseball' crown. 


And in Ihe case of steel the 


East-West contest is spiced by, 
perhaps even sparked by foreign 
competition'. On tlie Pacific Coast 
its the growing import totals of 
Japanese steel. On the Atlantic 
Coast it's European steel, 


The intersectional battle, and 


also the international one, hinges 
on prices. The fast growing Par 
Western; states traditionally have 
had to pay higher prices for steel 
for 
manufacturing or building, 


raising production and expansion 
costs there over those in the East. 


Steel made in California has 


carried a higher list price. And 
steel from the East has had the 
added shipping charges. 
- Now Kaiser Steel in California 
is cutting its prices an average of 
$12 a ton to bring them closer to 
list prices in the East—and to 
those on Japanese imports. 


Some Eastern steel makers are 


lowering their prices to stay com- 
petitive in the rich Western mar- 
ket. Others say they can't, be- 
cause prices are as low as they 
can make them and keep out of 
the red. But a number may absorb 
freight costs or trim various extra 
charges, even if their list price is 
unchanged. 


This is the second time this 


year that steel industry polices 
west of the nation's historical steel 
capital in the Ohio-Pennsylvania 
and East Coast section have chal- 
lenged the big Eastern companies. 


When 
Eastern 
steel 
makers, 


raised the price of steel in April, 
it was the failure of Inland Steel 
in the Chicago area and Kaiser 
in California to go along that 
broke the solid front that Presi- 
dent Kennedy had challenged. The 
price hike was rescinded. 


This time, too, the industry is 


divided on price policies. Most 
companies, even the Westerners, 
contend prices are too low for 
healthy profit margins. 


But Kaiser apparently feels that 


competition is the more pressing 
problem. It says lower prices in 
the West will keep the boom there 
growing. And with lower prices it 
can sell1 morel steel farter' to the 
east of its present market limits. 


Steelmen also point out that the 


West Coast industry has been hit 
harder by imports than the mills 
in the; East' perhaps1 because the! 
higher domes£ic"Jpnces there were 
easier for foreigners to undercut. 


But nationwide steel's problems 


go beyond foreign 
competition. 


Higher operating costs, without 
higher prices,, have cut profits— 
and led some Eastern companies 
to trim their dividends. The costs 
of modernizing their plants to 
compete with the postwar mill's of 
Europe and Japan are hard to fi-
